fiſtance» for decay” d and meriting men 
of elder” age. Alſo 'a maintenance 
for decay'd *and fick Souldiery and 
Seamen ,- likewiſe a proviſion for In- 
genious Manufacturing men, ſo'thould 
Ingenuity - be encouraged, and com- 
cos | h plaints 
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olaints of poverty , and «difcontent 
be taken away from- the” midſt of 
us. And: for a way to raiſe theſe, 
four Colledges, for eaci of the afore- 
mentioned degrees , might be found- 
ed of five thouſand pound per annnm 
Revenue a piece, and two. hundred 
perſons in each - Colledge , which 
would be but twenty thouſand - pounds 
a year in all, -a rent which ſome one 
vain perſon- oftentimes confounds in 
debauchery. ' And yet this would give 
a ſmall (ubſiſtency of Lodgigg , and 
twenty pound five per Pons. = cight 
hundred perſons in the four Colledges ;
